White House denies charge 
troops forced him to flee 

WASHINGTON! The Bush administration insist- 
ed Monday that Haiti’s exiled president was 
not kidnapped or strong-armed into fleeing, 
despite Jean-Bertrand Aristide’s claims that 
the U.S. military forced him to leave. 

White House officials said Aristide left 
office willingly on Sunday and that the United 
States aided his safe departure. But in a tele- 
phone interview with The Associated Press, 
Aristide said: “No. I was forced to leave.” 

“Agents were telling me that if I don’t 
leave they would start shooting and killing 


in a matter of time,” Aristide said. Asked to 
identify the “agents,” Aristide said: “White 
American, white military.” 

The administration did make clear to 
Aristide that he could not count on U.S. 
protection from rebels threatening to 
storm the presidential palace and kill him, 
officials said. 

“He was not kidnapped,” Secretary of State 
Colin Powell said. “We did not force him on 
to the airplane. He went on to the airplane 
willingly, and that’s the truth.” 

Meanwhile, the Pentagon said as many as 
2,000 U.S. troops could be sent to Haiti to help

10 -state Super Tuesday may 
decide race for nomination 

WASHINGTON I John Kerry vowed that he 
would not be another “wishy-washy, mealy- 
mouthed” Democrat, pledging Monday to 
wage a bare-knuckled campaign against 
President George W. Bush as he sought a 
Super Tuesday sweep to lay claim to the 
party’s nomination. 

On the eve of their 10 -state showdown, 
John Edwards faced signs of political dis- 
tress as Kerry’s last major Democratic rival 
in the race for the party’s nomination — mea- 
ger polling, paltry crowds 
and a growing realization 
inside his own ranks that 
the end maybe near. 

“At some point. I’ve got 
to start getting more del- 
egates or I’m not going to 
be the nominee,” Edwards 
said at a news conference 
in Toledo, Ohio. 

Kerry has won 18 of 
20 primaries or caucus- 
es, and led in pre-election 
polls in every competitive 
venue that will hold votes 
on what has been dubbed 
Super Tuesday. Ten states, 
including Maryland, will award 1,151 dele- 
gates on the biggest day of the race. 

A sweep Tuesday could give Kerry more 
than 1,500 delegates — a virtually insur- 
mountable lead, though still short of the 2,162 
needed to claim the party’s nomination.

Front-runner takes aim 
at Bush’s policies, N.C. 
senator fights long odds 

WASHINGTON I During the final 
campaign push ahead of Tuesday’s 
10 -state Democratic primary binge, 
John Kerry continued his assault on 
President Bush’s policies, while chief 
rival John Edwards vowed to keep 
his underdog campaign alive. 

“There’s a better way to make 
America safe than this president 
has chosen,” Kerry said in Baltimore 
before traveling to Ohio and Georgia, 
just two of the states he hopes to win 
in a Super Tuesday sweep. “This pres- 
ident has, in fact, created terrorists 
where they did not exist.” 

A spokesman for the Bush cam- 
paign, Steve Schmidt, responded: 
“After voting to cut the weapons 
systems and intelligence capabili- 
ties that are helping us win the war, 
Kerry made the reckless claim that 
America is at fault for ‘creating ter- 
rorists’ — this is an irresponsible 
charge totally unsubstantiated by 
the facts.” 

Edwards, meanwhile, drew 
300 people in Ohio to a rally at the 
University of Toledo, three times 
fewer than a crowd that welcomed 
Kerry recently to the same venue. 
The North Carolina senator pledged 
to stay in the race “until I’m nomi- 
nated,” but he declined to predict 
victory in Ohio, virtually a must-win 
state for him, as he acknowledged 
Kerry’s dominance. 


Edwards virtually ceded four 
New England states holding Super 
Tuesday elections: Connecticut, 
Rhode Island, Vermont and the 
front-runner’s home state of 
Massachusetts. 

He has campaigned in New York 
and California, the day’s biggest priz- 


es with a combined 606 delegates, but 
polls show Edwards trailing badly. 

Edwards advisers privately held 
out hope for victories in Georgia and 
Minnesota’s hard-to -predict cau- 


cuses, but they said Ohio looked 
out of reach, with long-shot can- 
didate Rep.

Catholic Group Must Cover Birth Controi 


Calif, high court rules 
charity can’t claim 
religious exemption 

SAN FRANCISCO I ARoman Catholic 
charitable organization must include 
birth control coverage in its health 
care plan for workers even though 
it is morally opposed to contracep- 
tion, the California Supreme Court 
ruled Monday. 

The 6-1 ruling could reach far 
beyond the 183 full-time employ- 
ees of Catholic Charities and affect 
thousands of workers at Catholic 
hospitals and other church-backed 


institutions throughout the state. 

The high court said Catholic 
Charities is no different from 
other businesses in California, 
which is one of 20 states that 
require company-provided health 
plans to include contraception cov- 
erage if the plans have prescription 
drug benefits. In California, “reli- 
gious employers” such as church- 
es are exempt from the require- 
ment. 

The charity doesn’t offer insur- 
ance to pay for birth control because 
it follows Roman Catholic Church 
dogma, which considers contra- 
ception a sin. The charity argued 


unsuccessfully that it should be 
exempted from state law along 
with the church. 

The Supreme Court ruled that 
the charity is not a religious employ- 
er because it offers such secular ser- 
vices as counseling, low-income 
housing and immigration services to 
the public without directly preach- 
ing about Catholic values. 

Catholic Charities had a $76 mil- 
lion budget in California in 2002 
and provided social services to per- 
sons of any religion or background. 
It does not demand that its workers 
be Catholic or share the church’s

Jury selection starts in 
case of man suspected 
of plotting deadly blast 

MCALESTER, OKLA. I Jury selection 
began Monday in the murder trial 
of Oklahoma City bombing conspir- 
ator Terry Nichols after the judge 
refused to postpone proceedings 
while the FBI reviews whether 
investigators suppressed evidence 
of a wider conspiracy. 

Nichols, already serving a life 
sentence on federal charges for his 
role in the bombing, could get the 
death penalty if convicted of the 
state charges. 


It was expectedto take two weeks 
to select 12 jurors and six alternates. 

Earlier Monday, District Judge 
Steven Taylor rejected a defense 
request to postpone the trial pend- 
ing an FBI review of some aspects 
of the bombing investigation. 

After disclosures in an 
Associated Press story last week, 
the FBI on Friday ordered agents 
to determine why some docu- 
ments did not properly reach the 
bureau’s Oklahoma City task force 
during the original investigation. 
The documents concern the ques- 
tion of whether there may have 
been accomplices in addition to 
Timothy McVeigh. 


Prosecutors allege that Nichols 
and McVeigh built the 4,000 -pound 
fertilizer-and-fuel-oil bomb that 
destroyed the Alfred P. Murrah 
Federal Building in 1995 to avenge 
the FBI siege at Waco, Texas, two 
years earlier. 

Nichols’s attorneys say that 
there is evidence of a wider con- 
spiracy and that Nichols was set up 
by unknown conspirators to take 
the blame. McVeigh was convict- 
ed on federal murder charges and 
executed in 2001. 

Nichols faces l6l counts of first- 
degree murder for the deaths of the

Court to Weigh Segregation in Prisons 


W A S H I N G T 0 N | Fifty years after the 
Supreme Court declared racial seg- 
regation unconstitutional in public 
schools, the court agreed Monday to 
consider whether state prisons may 
separate new inmates by race as a 
safety measure. 

California routinely assigns newly 
arrived black prisoners to bunk only 
with other black prisoners for three 
months or more, and likewise assigns 
white and Asian inmates to cells with 
others of their race or ethnicity. 


Ablack prison inmate challenged 
the practice as a violation of his con- 
stitutional right to equal treatment. 
Garrison S. Johnson also argued the 
policy flouts previous Supreme Court 
rulings striking down segregation 
in other areas. 

Prison officials say housing 
inmates by race helps keep prisoners 
safe from racial violence, and note 
that wardens also look at factors 
such as an inmate’s age and health 
in deciding who rooms with whom. 


Segregation is temporary, 
California Attorney General Bill 
Lockyer told the Supreme Court in 
a court filing, and the policy applies 
only to the two -person cells in which 
inmates stay when they first enter the 
prison system orwhenthey are trans- 
ferred from one prison to another.

Opium cultivation near 
highest levels ever, 
State Department says 

WASHINGTON I Opium poppy cul- 
tivation levels in Afghanistan 
approached the highest levels ever 
recorded last year despite the coun- 
terdrug efforts of the U.S.-backed 
government, U.S. officials said. 

Opium poppy is the raw mate- 
rial for heroin. 

The State Department’s annu- 
al report on illicit drug activities 
worldwide said criminal financiers 
and narcotics traffickers in and out 
of Afghanistan have taken advan- 
tage of ongoing conflict and the 
fragile security situation. 

They have “exploited poor farm- 
ers in a rural economy decimated by 
war and drought,” the report said. 
It said drug-related corruption at 
the provincial and district levels is 
believed to be pervasive.

$300 million in tariffs 
to be levied against 
American companies 

BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I The European 
Union sought to pressure the United 
States into quickly changing its 
export subsidy laws by impos- 
ing sanctions Monday that could 
total $300 million by the end of this 
presidential election year. 

The tariffs penalize the United 
States for failing to repeal the 
Foreign Sales Corporation legisla- 
tion, a tax break that is worth $5 bil- 
lion a year to US. exporters. It was 
declared illegal by the World Trade 
Organization two years ago. 

The sanctions will hit an array of 


industries, ranging from jewelry to 
agricultural goods. US. companies 
will have to pay an estimated $16.6 
million in March, rising to $46.4 
million by December for a total of 
$315 million this year. 

The measures mark the first 
time the 15 -nation EU has used 
WTO rules to impose sanctions on 
the United States. However, they 
are much less than the $4 billion ti- 
the WTO has authorized. 

Washington has used WTO 
rules to impose trade sanctions 
on EU goods. In a dispute over 
European restrictions on beef 
treated with growth hormones, 
the United States has imposed 
sanctions since 1999 worth $116 
million a year, raf casert (ap) 


CARACAS, VENEZUELA | For the 
fourth day in a row, hundreds of 
government foes demanding a 
recall referendum for President 
Hugo Chavez clashed Monday 
with National Guard troops firing 
tear gas and rubber bullets.

Fradkov came six days after Putin’s 
surprise dismissal of Prime Minister 
Mikhail Kasyanov and his Cabinet, 
less than three weeks before the 
presidential election. 

His choice of Fradkov, the for- 
mer foreign trade minister and

Shift Urged for S. Korea Foreign Policy 


Report Blasts Egypt Over Gay Abuses 


SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I President 
Roh Moo-hyun called Monday 
for a foreign policy more indepen- 
dent of the United States. 

“Whether we are pro-U.S. or 
anti-U.S. cannot be the yardstick 
to assess ourselves,” Roh said in a 
nationally televised address. 

Roh’s comments came two 
days after six-nation talks ended 
in Beijing without major break- 


throughs on how to end the crisis 
over North Korea’s nuclear weap- 
ons programs. He described North 
Korea as a country that “defies com- 
mon sense in many aspects,” but is 
“part of the Korean nation that we 
must embrace.” 

While campaigning for presi- 
dent, Roh said he would not “kow- 
tow” to the United States, a tradi- 
tional ally that led U.N. forces to 


defend South Korea in the 1950- 
53 Korean War. The message res- 
onated with the country’s young 
postwar generations and helped 
Roh into office. 

Still, the position unnerves many 
South Koreans. Hours after Roh’s 
speech, thousands of conservative 
Christians and Korean War veter- 
ans rallied in Seoul and denounced 
“pro -North Korean and left-wing 
forces” that “spawn anti-U.S. sen- 
timents.” SANG-HUN CHOE (AP) 


CAIRO, EGYPT I Egyptian authorities 
have entrapped, arrested and tor- 
tured hundreds of men thought to be 
gay. New York-based Human Rights 
Watch said in a report Monday. 

Early last year, the rights group 
interviewed 63 men who had been 
arrested for homosexual conduct. It 
said they spoke of being whipped, 
bound and suspended in painful 
positions, burned with cigarettes 


and shocked with electricity. 

The report said police agents 
answer personal ads placed by men 
seeking men, then arrange meetings 
with them and arrest them. 

At a news conference. Human 
Rights Watch accused the govern- 
ment of ignoring its own declara- 
tions to the United Nations and the 
European Union that homosexual- 
ity is legal in Egypt, (ap)

Coast Guard Abandons 
Hope for Tanker Victims 


NORFOLK, VA. I With the hope of 
finding more survivors gone, the 
Coast Guard stopped searching 
Monday afternoon for 18 crew- 
men missing after a tanker car- 
rying industrial ethanol exploded 
and sank. 

Although the search was sus- 
pended, the 570 -foot Bow Mariner’s 
18 other crewmen are officially con- 
sidered missing because their bod- 
ies have not been found, said Petty 
Officer Donnie Brzuska, a Coast 
Guard spokesman. 


The Coast Guard searched 
Saturday night and again on Sunday 
until nightfall. 

A C-130 airplane began surveying 
the area again shortly before daybreak 
Monday. The Coast Guard decided to 
abandon the search at 1 p.m. 

Three of the six survivors res- 
cued on Saturday were released 
from a hospital on Sunday. Two more 
were released Monday and the last 
man was in good condition and was 
expected to be released later Monday, 
a hospital spokeswoman said, (ap)

D.C. to Issue Water Filters 


Blood tests show that 
2 children had high 
levels of lead in blood 

WASHINGTON I Childcare facilities 
will get the first 3,000 water filters 
being purchased for city residents 
believed to have lead water lines, 
authorities said Monday. They also 
revealed results of weekend tests on 
people concerned they might have 
elevated lead levels in their blood. 

“A total of 169 people came to see 
us and had their blood drawn,” said 
Dr. Daniel R. Lucey the city’s interim 
chief health officer. Of that number, 
39 were in the targeted population: 
pregnant women and children under 


six. Test results showed two children, 
both two years old, had mildly elevated 
levels of lead of 13 and 14 micrograms 
per deciliter. Health officials consid- 
er anything over 10 micrograms per 
deciliter to be elevated. 

Three people 
tested who were 
not among the tar- 
geted population 
showed blood lead 
levels of 11, 20, and 
40 respectively. The 
highest level was a 
woman who had her level tested 
from a blood sample taken by finger 
stick instead of from a vein. She has 
now been retested and officials are 
awaiting the results. They are also 


offering the woman an environmen- 
tal assessment to determine whether 
she has been exposed to lead in paint 
or through some other source. 

D.C.’s independent water agen- 
cy also said Monday it was nearly 
doubling the number of filters it is 
buying to 10,000. 

D.C. health department officials 
estimate that as many as 2,000 preg- 
nant and nursing women and chil- 
dren under six years of age may need 
to undergo tests to determine wheth- 
er lead levels in their blood are ele- 
vated. Officials have recommended 
that those two age groups not con- 
sume unfiltered tap water in homes 
connected to lead service lines.

Stewart Trial Nearing End 


Prosecution presents 3 -hour closing argument 


NEW YORK I Martha Stewart and 
her stockbroker concocted a flimsy 
cover story about why the home- 
making icon sold her ImClone 
Systems stock and left a “trail of 
evidence” exposing their lies, a fed- 
eral prosecutor said Monday in a 
three -hour closing argument. 

Stewart and broker Peter 
Bacanovic face a total of nine fed- 
eral counts related to the sale of 
about $225,000 worth of stock 
on Dec. 27, 2001, the day before 
the stock tanked on news that the 
government declined to review an 


ImClone cancer drug. 

Prosecutors say Bacanovic sent 
word to Stewart that ImClone CEO 
Sam Waksal and his family were 
dumping their own shares. 

On Monday, prosecutor Michael 
Schachter tried to dismantle the 
centerpiece of the pair’s defense 
— that they had a pre-existing 
deal to sell Stewart’s shares when 
ImClone stock fell below $60. 


Bacanovic’s lawyer fired back 
by attacking the credibility of the 
government’s star witness and said 
Bacanovic never would have risked 
his career for the trade, which earned 
him just $450 in commissions. 

Stewart’s lead attorney was to 
make his case Tuesday. The jury 
was to begin deliberating as early 
as Wednesday the central question 
of whether Stewart and the broker 
lied to the government about the 
stock sale, erin mcclam (ap)

Sit back and let the Internet come to you 


M E D I A I E-mail is crippled by an irre- 
pressible spam stream. Web surfing 
can be equally obnoxious. 

Which may explain the excite- 
ment over a somewhat crude but 
nifty software tool that automati- 
cally delivers updated information 
to your computer directly from your 
favorite Web sites. 

Hundreds of thousands of Web 
“feeds” are now available, spurred 
by the popularity of Web logs, 
which account for their bulk. One 
site that has been sorting feeds 
since 2001, Syndic8.com, added 


7,326 in January — its biggest 
monthly jump — to its collection 
of more than 53,000 information 
streams. 

Disney leverages the technology 
to deliver video clips for ESPN.com 
and ABCNews.com. The U.S. 
Geological Survey’s feeds let seis- 
mologists immediately know where 
the world is shaking. 

A five -person company called 
Feedster.com is trying to build 
a business around customizing 
searches of 500,000 feeds — and 
then delivering you the search 


results in a single feed. 

Alas, it’s not simple for the non- 
techie to configure RSS, the tech- 
nology behind feeds. (Developers 
can’t agree on what RSS is sup- 
posed to stand for. Really Simple 
Syndication? Rich Site Summary?) 
There’s no uniformity, though the 
best include a good headline and a 
succinct summary. 

RSS is more pull than push. Your 
aggregator retrieves the updated 
material from the feed- offering 
Web site at set time intervals. 

For an introduction. My 
.Yahoo.com offers a dumbed- down 
beta version. Web -based aggrega-

Phone the Future 


CELL PHONES I Now that a new 
wave of “3G” cell phones equipped 
for streaming video and multimedia 
content is finally arriving in Europe, 
the industry is focusing on the next 
big unknown: what services users 
will pay for, and how. 

The mobile phone services on 
display last week at the 3GSM 
World Congress industry show in 
Cannes, France, has ranged from 
video games to tennis to the hit real- 
ity TV show, “Big Brother.” 

Alcatel SA, the French producer 
of telecommunications equipment, 
announced a deal with cable chan- 
nel Eurosport to develop sports TV 
for mobiles and offer it to wireless 
operators later this year. Eurosport 
already broadcasts in 18 languag- 


es, and business development direc- 
tor Arjan Hoekstra said it was well 
placed to pipe sports coverage to 
mobile phones around the world. 

Although some multimedia 
services based on third-genera- 
tion wireless technologies, also 
known as 3G, have been intro- 
duced in Japan and South Korea, 
many innovations in the pipeline 
will be tested on real consumers for 
the first time in Europe — offering 
a flavor of what’s over the horizon 
for U.S. consumers. 

Eurosport is closely follow- 
ing the example of a 3G operator 
called 3, which recently began sell- 


ing downloads of Premiership foot- 
ball highlights to British fans. The 
same operator has also been stream- 
ing live 24 -hour coverage of “Big 
Brother” to its Swedish subscribers 
since last month, selling 60,000 ses- 
sions in the first two weeks. 

Alcatel also announced a deal 
Tuesday with software developer 
VRTVStudios in multimedia mes- 
saging services, or “MMS” — the 
multipurpose sequel to short mes- 
saging services, or SMS, which has 
proven hugely popular in Europe. 

Instead of thumbing out a text 
message as with SMS, users can 
send messages with various forms of 
content such as pictures, video, ani- 
mation, music and voice-overs. 

Analysts say the content mar- 
ket will get a further boost when 
wireless payment technologies 
enable mobile users to buy their 
games, videos, or music from ven- 
dors without the wireless operator 
as intermediary. 

Perhaps surprisingly, leading 
wireless providers are backing the 
idea. Vodafone, Orange, T-Mobile 
and Telefonica Moviles said Tuesday 
that technical work had finished on 
their Simpay payment system, due 
to go live early next year. 

Under Simpay’s guaranteed pay- 
ment scheme, customers will be able 
to buy digital content from any pro- 
vider and pay for it on their mobile 
bill, with purchases initially limited 
to $12.70 each, laurence frost (ap)

Fear in the Aisles 


CONSUMPTION I Bird flu in chickens. 
Mad cow disease. Mercury-tainted 
fish. Contaminated green onions. Is 
anything safe to eat these days? 

Across the nation, many con- 
sumers have made adjustments 
to their grocery lists, opting for 
organically grown meats and veg- 
etables following recent food-borne 
illness scares. 

“I feel like eating fruits and 
vegetables is definitely safer,” said 
Cindy Hader of North Richland 
Hills, Texas. “But it’s a sad situa- 
tion in our country when people 
are buying special foods to avoid 
poisons and toxins.” A vegetarian 
for the past 16 years, Hader said 
she buys organically grown food 
whenever possible. 

Some, like Susan Primm of 
Nashville, Tenn., think the gov- 
ernment could do more, especial- 


ly in the handling of mass-produced 
chicken and beef. 

“I believe it is important for 
us to raise animals in a healthy 
way,” she said. “When animals are 
not respected and not raised in a 
healthy way, they get sick.” 

Surveys indicate U.S. beef con- 
sumption has not fallen. 

Speed was key in containing 
the spread of bird flu at a chicken 
farm in Gonzales County, Texas. All 
6,600 birds in the infected flock 
were killed, and two live-bird mar- 
kets in Houston were shut down. 

The goal of the public health 
system is to prevent what can be 
prevented and to quickly contain 
what can’t, Texas Department of 
Health spokesman Doug McBride 
said. “There’s no 100 percent guar- 
anteed risk-free situation,” he said.

Is it possible to lose weight in 30 
minutes a day of exercise? I can 
only seem to squeeze in the lunch 
hour workout, but would really like 
to do more than “maintain.” 

You bet. But that’s provided that 
you also cut back on what you eat. 


In those 30 minutes a day, you’ll 
likely burn a couple hundred calo- 
ries. Over a week, that could work 
out to 1,400 calories (provided that 
you exercise 7 days a week.) It takes 
a deficit of about 3,500 calories to 
lose a pound. 

So do the math: that work- 
out burns (maybe) half a pound 
a week. That’s a fine start, but if 
you compensate by eating more, 
you’ll undermine your efforts. You 
might try sticking with your work- 
out and cutting back by about 250 
calories per day. That could boost 
your weekly weight loss to about 
a pound.

Dr. Seuss’s widow celebrates his memory in ‘A Century of Imagination’ 


ANNIVERSARY I Near the end of his 
life, Theodor “Dr. Seuss” Geisel sat 
down with his wife, Audrey. 

“Now my work will be turned 
over to you,” Audrey Stone Geisel 
recalled him saying. “And you will 
have to deal with those conse- 
quences.’ 

“And oh-ho,” says the 82 -year- 
old heiress of the Seuss world, “has 
that been true!” 

Nearly 13 years after her hus- 
band’s passing, Geisel leads the 
global enterprise that has sprout- 
ed from Seuss’s beloved books — 
watching over the Cat in the Hat, 
the Grinch and all the other critters 
and characters who live on in mov- 
ies, toys, games and ventures that 
perhaps not even the imaginative 
doctor could have envisioned. 

Over the years. Dr. Seuss became 
one of the most popular children’s 
authors ever. He published 44 chil- 
dren’s books in more than 20 lan- 
guages. More than 500 million 
Dr. Seuss books have been sold 
worldwide. 

Audrey Geisel is presiding over 
a year’s worth of ceremonies cele- 
brating “Seussentenial: A Century 
of Imagination.” 

The events include the debut of a 
Postal Service stamp; a tour of the- 
atrical performances and children’s 
workshops across 40 cities; a series

of Dr. Seuss celebrity book reviews; 
exhibits of items from the Dr. Seuss 
archives and of Ted Geisel’s art; the 
unveiling of a Dr. Seuss sculpture at 
the Geisel Library at the University 
of California, San Diego; and the 
presentation of a star honoring 
the author on Hollywood’s Walk 
of Fame. 

But Geisel remains soured by her 
most recent Hollywood experience 
where, she says. Universal Pictures 
forced Mike Myers into the lead role 
of “The Cat in the Hat.” 

“I never saw Austin Powers,’ but I 
knew Yeah, baby! ’ and I didn’t want 
Yeah, baby! ’ at all,” she says imitat- 
ing the Myers’ character. 

Geisel said she will never again 
allow Hollywood to portray Seuss 
characters in live action. An ani- 
mated work based on the elephant 
character Horton will be the next 
film project. 

Oddly for the creator of things 
illogical and unusual, the unpredict- 
ability of children unnerved him. 
“What might they do next? What 
might they ask next?” she says her 
husband would muse. 

Children continue to love Seuss, 
though. “Just to have their favor- 
ite Seuss story read to them by a 
parent — that is the most calm- 
ing, uniting, understanding thing 
that one generation can share 
with an oncoming generation.”

now he wants out 

PERSONALITY! In less than a decade, 
Timbaland (aka Tim Mosley) has 
amassed dozens of hit records as a 
producer and/or songwriter. He is 
also a performing artist, engineer, 
remixer and head of a record label, 
the Interscope-distributed BeatClub 
Records. 

A native of Norfolk, Va., 
Timbaland got his start in the 
music business in the early 1990s 
working with Jodeci member/ 
producer DeVante Swing. He then 
formed music-production group Da 
Bassment, whose members included 
Elliott, Ginuwine, Playa and Magoo. 
He has since worked with such art- 
ists as Missy “Misdemeanor” Elliott, 
Jay-Z, the late Aaliyah, Memphis 
Bleek, Ludacris, Justin Timberlake 
and Ginuwine.

THE RECKONING I After openingwith 
an astonishing $125.2 million over 
five days, Mel Gibson’s “The Passion 
of the Christ” is positioned to get 
even bigger as the season of Lent 
leads up to Easter on April 11. 

The box-office total announced 
by distributor Newmarket Films 
pushed “The Passion” past “The 
Lord of the Rings: The Return of 
the King” ($124.1 million) for the 


biggest debut ever by a film opening 
on a Wednesday — Ash Wednesday, 
in this case. 

The total for the grisly cruci- 
fixion re-creation was almost $8 
million more than Newmarket first 
estimated. The movie, which stars 
Jim Caviezel as Christ, has deep- 
ly divided religious communities. 
Church groups have bought out 
entire theaters for screenings, while 


some Jewish and Christian leaders 
say “The Passion”could revive the 
notion that Jews were collectively 
responsible for Christ’s death.

PRO FOOTBALL I Clinton Portis 
agreed to an eight-year, $50.5 mil- 
lion contract with the Washington 
Redskins on Monday, while corner- 
back Champ Bailey neared com- 
pletion of a deal with the Denver 
Broncos that would clear the way 
for a Portis-for-Bailey trade later 
this week. 

Portis’s deal, one of the richest 
ever for a running back, includes 
$17 million in bonus money, 
according to Portis’s agent.

Portis is set to join 
quarterback Mark Brunell, who 
will be acquired in a trade with 
Jacksonville, in a revamped offense 
in coach Joe Gibbs’s first season 
back in Washington. 

First, however, the Broncos must 
agree to terms with Bailey, who 
would be sent from Washington to 
Denver along with a second-round 
draft pick in exchange for Portis. 
Talks have gone well since Bailey’s 
visit to Denver last week. 

Trades cannot officially take 
place until the offseason trade 


and free agency period begins 
Wednesday, although they can be 
announced before then. 

Portis’s agreement represents 
another aggressive move by big- 
spending Redskins owner Dan 
Snyder, who didn’t have to work 
out a new deal for the running back 


in order for the trade to take place. 
Portis’s old, cap -friendly contract 
ran for two more years. 

Although he wanted a new 
deal after making just $300,000 
last season, Washington was 
under no deadline to give him one.

Judge Hands Win to Bryant’s Defense 


Accuser set to testify in hearing on Tuesday 


EAGLE, COLO. I Kobe Bryant’s 
defense team can ask the 19 -year- 
old woman accusing the basket- 
ball star of rape detailed ques- 
tions about her sexual past when 
she makes her first appearance in 
court, the judge ruled. 

The decision raises the likeli- 
hood of a long day for the woman 
when she testifies behind closed 
doors Tuesday. 

It will be the first time she will 
be in the same room with Bryant 
since the alleged attack at a moun- 
tain resort last summer. 

The defense subpoenaed the 
woman to testify, saying Bryant 
has a right to confront his accus- 
er. The move prompted complaints 
from the prosecution and women’s 
advocates that the defense is simply 
trying to “embarrass” and “humili- 


ate” her. 

State District Judge Terry 
Ruckriegle, however, rejected a 
prosecution bid to limit defense 
questioning as he determines 
whether the woman’s sexual con- 
duct is relevant to the case and can 
be used against her at trial. 

Bryant, 25, has said the two had 
consensual sex. The Los Angeles 
Lakers star faces four years to life 
in prison or 20 years to life on pro- 
bation if convicted of the felony sex- 
ual assault charge. 

The woman has told police she 
had sex with someone two days 
before the alleged attack, while 
the defense has said she slept with 
“multiple” partners that week — 
including someone less than 15 
hours after her encounter with 
Bryant, jon sarche (ap)

Crisis in Haiti

How much support does Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide still have in Haiti? 

Support of Mr. Aristide had erod- 
ed significantly in the past few years, 
largely because his government 
couldn’t deliver on promises to bring 
change to the lives of its poor sup- 
porters due to lack of resources, and 
because Haitians became increas- 
ingly frustrated and put off by the 
corruption and political violence 
attributed to Mr. Aristide. Hence, 
many in Haiti are relieved to see him 
go. ... Mr. Aristide, however, main- 
tains a core following in Haiti. His 
future in Haiti may depend largely 
on what his political successors are 
— or are not — able to do. 

Isn’t Haiti another example of U.S. 
foreign policy miscalculations? 

The U.S. — and the interna- 
tional community — miscalculat- 
ed badly in 1994, when Mr. Aristide 
was restored to power. Remember, 
the Haiti intervention came short- 
ly after the disaster in Somalia. As 
a result, the U.S. did not “stay the 
course” and really help to nurture 
Haiti away from its troubled past. 
This time, hopefully the U.S. and 
its allies will make the necessary 
commitments of resources and 
staying power to assist Haitians 
to move away from the past and 
establish institutions that will not 
erode quickly. In the end, however, it 
will be up to the people of Haiti. 

Do the rebels promise serious 
reforms, and what seems to be 
the likelihood that such promised 
reforms can actually be delivered? 

I have yet to see any position 
papers or statements — about 
anything — from the rebels or the 
political opposition. This has been a 
struggle for power, not of ideas.
